REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record reference Vicki L. Coffin (U.S. P. 5492930) teaches method 

and formulation for treating CNS disorders by 2-phenyl 1,3 -propane diol monocarbamate. 
The reference does not indicate or suggest at arriving at the method of treating 

neurological disorder with fluorinated compound having core: 

"Phenyl(substituted with Rl,R7,R8)-C(F)(CH20CONH2)2". 

Additionally, the inventors have provided data in specification on pages 28-40 to show 
that the fluoridated derivatives of the substituted phenyl- 1,3-propane diol Di-carbamate have low 
toxicity and improved utility for the treatment proposed as compared to the blank which is non- 
fluorinated compound. 

Therefore, the invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
